Kennedy Talk 
Opens Series 
For Daily 

Roderick Kennedy, B.S.A., open- 
ed the new lecture series being of- 
fered by the McGill Daily, when he 
spoke to the staff members yester- 
day in the Union New Room. 

Mr. Kennedy, who is editor of the 
Family Herald and Weekly Star, 
outside the various fields of jour- 
nalism open lo those interested in 
writing. He said that there are 
ninety-five dally and about 1.000 
weekly newspapers printed in Can- 
ada. The latter arc for the mosl 
p;.rt published in small rural com- 
munitits, and provide a type of ex- 
perience for newcomers to the field 
which cannot be duplicated any- 
where. 

Another phase of journalism is to 
be found 'in the house organs, 
which large industrial firms often 
publish, and, these, too, said Mr. 
Kennedy, provide good experience 
for the novice. 

In«his address. Mr. Kennedy stat- 
ed that a criticism sometimes level- 
led at college graduates entering 
Journalism is that they lack good 
reference knowledge. Such know- 
ltdgc. he claimed, is essential for 
ali who desire literary careers. 

Mr. Kennedy emphasized that 
aspiring young journalists require 
a lot of "gumption" in order, not 
only to stick at the job at the job 
when it becomes drudgery, but also 
to use initiative and ingenuity to 
get ahead. 

The speaker was introduced, and 
thanked by Ned O'Donnel, News 
Editor of the Daily.

Two Aspects of the Seamier Side of U.S. Life 



WASHINGTON WITCH-HUNT. By 
Bert Andrews. Random House, 218 
pages. $3.50. 

"Washington Witch-Hunt" is a 
journalist's report on a phase of the 
present cold war which has deeply 
alarmed many persons seriously 
concerned with our democracy: the 
steady undermining of civil liber- 
ties in the name of anti-Commun- 
ism. 

This is not the work of a fellow- 
travelling apologist; the author is 
the Pulitzer Prize-winning Wash- 
ington correspondent of the arch- 
conservative New York Herald Tri- 
bune. But he shows' the scrloui dan- 
ger of Red-baiting hysteria being 
used to subvert some of the chief 
values of democracy. The picture 
of Washington he draws (as of a 
yea rago) is not a pretty one. At 
the whim of opportunists, self- 
seeking, or bigoted politicians and 
back-stabbing bureaucrats, n trust- 
ed employee of the Slate Depart- 
ment wsa dismissed without even 
a chance to hear the charges against 
him (let alone face his accusers). 

An irresponsible committee of 
Congressmen, headed by a graft- 
ing publicity-glutton, was able to 
arrogate the right to investigate a 
medium of opinion as influential 
as the press. Usurping the function 
of the courts, this group was able 
to arraign witnesses, deny them a 
chance to speak fully in their own 
defence, and use political hirelings 
to introduce evidence not subject 
to cross-examination. True, this 
committee could not imprison the 
victims it pilloried: it could merely 
besmirch their names and deprive 
them of their livelihood. Similarly, 
victims of the "loyalty purge" of 
government employees were so 
stigmatized without opportunity for 
self-defence as to be debarcd from 
employment anywhere. 

Presumably, with the exit of the 
late unlamcnted 80th Congress, the 
program may be less of a political 
football ,and offer better guarantee 
of fair hearing to any accused. But 
such wm not the case a year ago.

Dutch Turned to N. America. 
The people of Holland did what 
they could, but this alone was not 
enough, and the university author- 
ities found it necessary to depend 
on the western world to help then 
in their task of rehabilitation. Con- 
tact was made with scientific in 
stitutions of varous European coun 
très, although even here, because 
of the strain or war, only minor 
contributions could be expected. 
Switzerland alone was able to offer 
any material assistance. 

Finally, the University officials 
turned to North America as the 
only region from which substantial 
help might come. The University 
itself could supply no funds lo buy 
books.

Davis Fellows 
To Faculty 

The appointment or two Europ- 
ean Lady Davis Fellowship win- 
ners to posts on the faculty were 
announced yesterday. 

Dr. Alfred Taurins, formerly 
chairman or the Chemistry depart- 
ment al the University ot Riga. 
Latvia, has been appointed an as- 
sociate prorcssor in the department 
ot chemistry. 

htvan Anhalt, a conductor and 
composer who, despite his 29 years, 
has had an already brilliant career 
in his native Budapest as well as 
in Paris, has been appointed an 
assistant professor or the raculty 
nf music. 

Ex-Pror. At Riga 
Dr. Taurins, who is in Montreal 
with his wife and two children, is 
3.1 vears old. the holder or degrees 
in chemical engineering and Is a 
doctor or chemistry of the Uni- 
versity or Riga. Latvia. He speakr 
Latvian, English, Russian and Ger- 
man. 

Having begun his teaching-career 
at the University or Latvia, he was 
subsequently appointed to the staff 
of the Agricultural Academy of 
Latvia, where in 1940 he became 
full professor and chairman or the 
department. The Academy, which 
was situated in the town of Jcl- 
;ava. was destroyed as was the 
entire settlement by the German,* 
in July. 1944. and Dr. Taurin was 
compelled to go to Germany with 
his ramily and there forced into 
factory and farm work. He was 
in a D.P. camp in Augsburg with 
his family rrom the end or the war 
until 1946, when he was appointed 
professor of chemistry and chair- 
man of the Organic Chemistry di- 
vision al the U.N.R.R.A. University 
in Munich. 

Fled From Russians 

Prof. Anhalt, at 29 has already 
composed a number ot musical 
works and has conducted in Buda- 
pest and Paris, where he held a 
scholarship provided him by the 
International Refugee Organization 
after he had' fled the Russian oc- 
cupation of his country. 

Previous to his flight from his 
homeland, in 1943, he was assistant 
conductor of the Hungarian Na- 
tional Opera House. He holds hon- 
ors from the Nations Conservatory 
in Budapest as well as from the 
Conservatoire de Paris, where In 
194B he was lauréat of the compo- 
sition and conducting class.

New rhyalrs Assorlate 

The appointment ot Dr. C. H. 
Westcott as associate professor of 
physics, commencing next Sept. 2, 
was announced yesterday by Dr. 
F. Cyril James, principal and vice- 
chancellor, on behalf of the board 
of governors. 

Dr. Westcott, who holds a degree 
of bachelor of science from London 
University and a B.A. and Ph.D. 
from Cambridge-, 'Ls now a Nuffield 
Research Fellow and lecturer at the 
University of Birmingham, Eng- 
land, where he specializes in nuc- 
lear physics and electronics. 
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Library Reduced 

But over the years, the Germans 
whittled down the size of the lib- 
rary, particularly the special col- 
lections. Repeated orders demand- 
ed the elimination or surrender of 
books that were contrary to Nazi 
doctrine or written by authors or. 
the German black list. Some booKs 
were , saved by hiding them, but 
many were lost 

When the Allies began to liber- 
ate neighboring Belgium in the 
summer of 1944. the library ceased 
its activities. Then, on September 
17, Allied paratroopers descended 
on Nijmegen, and the city became 
a front-line town. 

Fires raged around University's 
library building on September 18 
and 19. By the time downtown Nij- 
megen was captured, the Institution 
had sustained heavy losses. Besides 
the library building, several of the 
University's institutes were com- 
pletely destroyed, and seven pro- 
fessors lost everything, including 
their private libraries and scien 
tific equipment. 

In the library itself, the main 
reading room, with all Its refer 
ence. works, was completely gone. 
The modern catalogues, the work 
of more than 20 years years, were 
lost. 

Books Billeted - 
The Dutch did what they could 
to make the best of a br.d situa- 
tion. In November, when Nijmegen 
was a front-line position occupied 
by Canadian troops, they ordered 
the library's activities to be re 
sumed as far as possible, even 
though the town was under shell 
tire and was to remain so until 
the following spring. The ruined 
library building was not regarded 
as safe for whatever books re 
mained, and offers of help came 
from many quarters, some of them 
not usually associated with uni- 
versity libraries. 

The. WJjmegen . police authorities 
made room in the building of St. 
Ann's Foundation, where they them- 
selves had round temporary billets. 
There' work was started at once on 
an emergency ' catalogue, and the 
circulation library resumed re- 
stricted opération.
